A new star has been discovered, an Wie 
unassuming star in the fourteenth 


magnitude, 4,000 times too faint to be 
seen with the naked eyes, flashed up 
in a small spiral nebula which appears 
as big as a dime at a distance of 20 
yards, 

In reality, it is a star of 10 million 
times brighter than the sun, flashing 
up in an island universe of almost 10,-
